On navels, work should be 
completed by the middle of August 
and in the case of Valencias, by 
the middle of September.

Black Widows 
Killed By Spray. 

Black bd spiders can be 
controlled by residual sprays of 
DDT or lindane according to A. 
E. Michelbacher of the University 
of California college of agri¢ul- 
ture. He states that 1 per cent 
wettable DDT, 0.2 per cent. wet- 
table lindane, 2 per cent water 
emulsion of DDT, or 0.4 per cent 
water emulsion of lindane will 
give effective control. 

The black widow is usually 
found in dark protected areas and 
under piles of wood or rubbish 
where it spins its loose, irregu- 
lar, coarse-stranded webs. 

These spray solutions are in- 
flammable and ‘should not be-ap- 
plied near open flames of any 
kind. Treatment for black widow 
spiders will usually control most 
other spiders.

CALIFORNIA 
COTTON INCREASE 


With an estimated 1,341,000 
acres under cultivation as of July 
1, California cotton acreage has 
shown a 229 per cent increase 
over. last year, according to the 
California Crop and LivestoclRe- 
Reporting service. 

Cotton acreage under cultiva- 
tion in the United States on July 
1, 1951, is estimated to be 29,- 
510,000 acres, about 158.6 per- 
cent of the planted acreage a year 
ago. 

In this large expansion of cot- 
ton culture in California small 
plantings have been made in var- 
ious counties which usually have 
not been producing cotton. Also, 
California cotton acreages are 
more irregular than during most 
years.as more inferior land has 
been planted to cotton than usu- 
ally occurs.
